Wasuryaton, D. C., April 26.—[Special. ]— 
Anarchy in any guise does not find favor in 
the National Capital. The Populists in Con- 
gress have found it necessary to take a de- 
fensive stand and explain that they do not in- 
dorse the Coxey movement, that the 95500, 
000.000 bond issue and the good roads legis- 
lation are not part of their platform, and that 
they deplore the march of the so-called indus- 
trial armies to Washington. 

It is fair to state that at the outset Senator 
Stewart wrote a letter to Coxey at Maseillon, 
O., deprecating the proposed march to the 
National Capital and pointing out that the 
ballot was the means for remedyi any 
grievance. Senators Peffer and Kyle also at 
that time deprecated the march, Since then, 
however, an effort has been made to show 
that the people who object to the threat of 
physical intimidation as a means of influen-

Revels of Reconciliation. 

“The camp had been awake nearly all night 
with the revels of the reconciled divisions, 
and this morning the new covenant seemed to 
be generally accepted, even Com pany C of Sac- 
ramento falling into line, with none of the in- 
cendiary expressions which characterized 
their speech the night before. ‘The promise 
that the money in the army would be counted 
by at least twenty-three Captains and com- 
missioned officers every day seemed to havea 
good effect. Also the commissary wagons 
were loaded down with provisions which they 
knew they would not habe to use for a few 
days at least, as Atlantic had contributed 
much and the towns ahead had promised to 
give liberally. 

Forty men left the ranks at Atlantic and 
scattered themselves over the railroad yards. 
A detachment of special police rounded up 
twenty-eight of them ad they were boarding a 
Rock Island train and loeked fourteen of 
them in the city jail. The other fourteen 
escaped on the way. It was noticed 
that several of these men threw 
away their industrial army cards as spon as 
they left the ranks. They proposed to walk 
no further and they were anxious only to 
reach Chicago or some other large city as 
speedily as possible and to travel by rail be- 
sides, Before reaching Wiota the army was 
met by twenty farm wagons from that town, 
whero *the . citizens unfurled their flag from 
the liberty pale and cheered them along. 
Further on the road many more wagons from 
Anita appeared ta haul; the tired army to 
lunch. The men by this time were strung 
over the highway for a distance of more than 
fivé miles. Anita was almost as demonstrative 
and effusive in its welcome as Neola had been. 
It was made a holiday and the best citizens 
were out in their best clothes. The pretty girls 
of the place, and there were many of them, had 
on their best frocks and seemed 
pleased to be able to cut bread, pour 
coffee, and dish out soup to the grimy march- 
ers and even to wait upon them in person. 
Farmers dumped wago ds of vegetables 
and meat upon the lunch ground and Tocal 
bakers brought bread in abundance. The ad-

This made the Populists 
become champions of the Coxeyites, and 
itis through them that the impression has 
been given out that these folks will be de- 
nied rights which are open to other classes of 
American citizens, The reckless violence 
shown in the seizure of the Northern Pacific 
train and the further acts of violence by 
Frye's followers in Indiana have forced home 
on the Populists in Congress their own re- 
sponsibility forany disorder that may happen 
in Washington, and with one or two etesp- 
tions they are talking conservatively. 

Nevertheless Senator Allen today persisted 
in calling up his resolution, which seeks to 
make out that the Coxeyites are a persecuted 
set of beings. His action brought forth a 
sensational speech from Senator Wolcott, who 
denounced pandering to the disorderly ele- 
ments of society. Senators Vest and Dolph 
were almost as vigorous, and Allen, in reply- 
ing to them, was compelled to evade Wolcott's 
questions as to his indorsement of the eeizure 
of the Northern Pacific train. That one act 
has done more to in jure the cause of the al- 
leged industrials than anything else. 


Congress Stirred U 5. 


Reports received today from Coxey’s fol- 
lowers, now within forty miles of Washington, 
showed that the leaders appreciated the harm 
it would do their cause. The result, however, 
has been encouraging because it has stirred 
upa sentiment in Congress and has also 
strengthened the national administration in 
its determination to enforce the laws. There 
will be no incitements to disurder when 
Coxey’s straggling band get into Washington, 
but they will not be accorded special privi- 
leges which their leaders have given them to 
understand would be theirs.

There is a wholesome determination on the 
part of the authorities, as well as on the part 
of the citizens of the National Capital, to pre- 
vent any plague following in the wake of the 
commonweal. If it were not for the later 
consequences, the present condition would 
make the whole movement sublimely ridicu- 
lous. . 

Citizen George Francis Train is here, talk 
ing volubly as usual, and slyly poking a good 
deal of fun at Coxey. Redstone, the Califor. 
nian, who is in charge of the local headquar- 
ters, has already been shown up as a fraud, 
and his claims to notoriéty ate fast vanishing. 
The Unknown Smith chntinues to deliver 
lecturés and take up collections, while Coxey’s 
aceredited lieutenants vainly denounce him 
as a fraud. 0 

Some of the straggling followers of the 
army have come into town and have reported 
that dissensions are growing in the ranks, 
while deserters are becoming more numerous. 
Under these circumstances it is not likely that 
Coxéy and Carl Browne Will be able tö wake 
themselves the heroes of any demonstrations 
at the National Capital which will add to the 
notoriety they already possess. It is only 
after the petition has been presented to Con- 
gress and the formal object of the march is 
ended that the movement may become 
troublesome. Washington might feed three 
or four hundred people for a few days and do 
it good-naturedly, though every winter it has 
hard work taking care of its own poor, but if 
the three or four hundred stay very long and 
if their numbers are swelled to three or four 
thousand there is bound to be a large propor- 
tion of the idle and vicious. The problem of 
taking care of this class ia the serious thing 
which confronts the authorities.

then he emphatically dissented from it, 

Hot Shet for Western Governors, 


Mr. Woleott (Rep., Colo.) entered a vigor- 
ous protest against passing the resolution. He 
was at a loss to understand the purpose of the 
resolution, which did not change the law in 
any respect. but simply extended a cringing 
invitation to those inen calling themselves 


‘unemployed, some of whom were coming by 


begging, some by their overpowering force, 
and some on stolen trains. The only exeuse 
for such lawless action as had been recently 
enacted had been the utterances of men in 
high places holding office. Members of the 
Senate who had spoken of a servile police 
force and a paid soldiery seemed to think it 
proper to denounce in the Senate men sworn 
to do their duty. It was to be regretted that 
the Governors of certain States had been so 
uuwise as to urge these men to makea de- 
scent on the capital of the United States. His 
own State of Colorado had the misfortune to 
have one of these Goverhors, whose antics 
had brought diseredit-and dishonor on his 
Commonwealth and sullied its fair name. Mr. 
Wolcott said he was tired of dealing with these 
methods of administration. The times were 
out of joint, but what made them so might be 
attributed to one cause or another. He be- 
lieved that most of the men in Coxey’s army 
might be honest, but they were led by men 
who were crafiks, insane or vicious. But 
their methods o 
time could result in no good; this could only 
come from the natural beneficence of man- 
kind, which, as the world grew better, made 
men more humane and kind. There should be 
no man suffer for bread in this broad 
domain of the United States who was willing 
to work. There wastoday no man who sin- 
cerely desired to Work for the support of him- 
self and his family who could not- get work or 
bread to put into the mouths of himself and 
his little ones until work could be found.

the Capitol. His objection to the resolution 
lay in the fact that it was accompanied by a 
lying preamble which was in effect a censure 
of the authorities of the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Grey (Dem., Del.) also condemned the 
resolution even while he said he would vote 
for it, if the preamble was omitted. He ad- 
mitted that he had a kindly sympathy for the 
vagabondage which made our roads so pict- 
uresque in summer.

Mr. Allen defended his action in introduc. 


ing the resolution, In the course of hig speech 


he called these gatherings the spontaneous 
uprising of American citizens against wrong 
and oppression.” He denied that it was a 
socialistic movement; whether it was popu- 
listic he did not know because he did not 
know whether any Populists were enlisted in 
it. It was, he said, a peaceable gathering of 
men engaged in a peaceable project. 

Does the Senator apply that to the army 
of the commonweal which stole atrain at 
Butte?“ asked Mr. Wolcott. 

Mr. Allen refused to be drawn onto this 
ground. He declared he was as warm an ad. 
vocate of peace and lawfulness as any other 
man. He criticised the action of the Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia in is. 
suing a proclamation - warning Coxey’s army 
against entering the District. 

Senators Peffer and Allen objected to the 
Coxey resolution being displaced by the Har- 
ris extension of session resolution and de.

At 6 o'clock the -enroliment stood 
878, while eight companies had been or- 
ganized with an aggregate of 500 men. A 
number of barbers who have joined the cause 
were busy during the forenoon and ‘before 
supper was served there was not in all the 
500 men a dozen who were not neatly shaved. 
It was a gala day, made joyful by continual 
announcements of food, and in the afternoon 
a reception was granted to the Woman’s 
Auxiliary committee, whieh has been forag- 
ing in the interests of the army. The only 
thing that marred the day’s festivities was 
one of Lucy Parsons’ characteristic 
harangues, which was unexpectedly delivered 
before thé men. Lucy was cheered, 
but Commander Randall was ill at 
ease, us he. does not preach the Parsons 
doctrine. If sympathetic people continue to 
furnish supplies the departure of the army 
may be prolonged, but the commander de- 
sires to get away early next week. He would 
go sooner if transportation was offered or 
if he could be assured that the men would 
find places for shelter, The Chicago com- 
monweal is woefully lacking in camp equip- 
ments. It has but few cooking utensils, is 
without a tent, has but a hazy promise of 
commissary) wagons; and the cemmander-in- 
chief is without a horse.

Reception to the Women. 

The event of the day came about when the 
Women’s committee was given a reception, 
The members, including Mrs. Fannie Kava- 
nagh, Mrs. Lucy Parsons, Mrs. Epstein, Miss 
Eidlestadt, and Mrs. Weeks, arrived at the bar- 
racks early in the afternoon.

POLIGEMAN SAVES A CHILD AT A FIRE,

Occupants of Flat Have Narrow Escapes 
When the Building Burns. 

Fire caused considerable excitement in the 
Josephine flat building at Nos. 5423 to 5427 
Lake avenue last night. At 9:30 o' clock 
flames burst from a window in the rear of the 
second story, and afterward spread to the 
floors above by the wooden stairways and 
porches in the rear of the building. Pharlane 
MeFarlan and family occupy the flat on the 
third floor and the members of the household 
were in bed when the fire broke out. Before 
Mr. MeFarlau could be aroused he was over- 
come by smoke and in the confusion that fol- 
lowed the announcement that there was fire 
in the building Bera McFarlan,a 6-year-old 
daughter of the occupant of the flat, was for- 
gotten, but was discovered in time to be 
saved. 

Edward Edie occupied the second flat, where 
the fire started.

The servant 
had gone out, and as the doors leading to the 
kitchen were closed the fire gained considera- 
ble headway before it burned through the 
rear windows and into the shaft. By the time 
the fire department arrived the fire was burn- 


ing from the basement to the roof in the rear 


of the structure. There was danger of the 
blaze spreading to adjoining buildings and

The arrested men are to be turned over to the 
United States.Marshal and his deputies and 
escorted by them to Butte, accompanied by 
two companies of troops for better protection 
of the deputies from the Coxeyites. The two 
companies of regular troops are thought to 
be sufficient to keep the 500 vagrants in line. 
At dark last night the stolén train was at 
Sanders, fifteen miles west of here, and com- 


ing slowly with an old Hog engine that 


had been confiscated from the Rocky Fork 
branch of the road. The authorities came to 
the conclusion that an aggressive movement 
was desirable, as it was thought that the 
Coxeyites would remain all night at Forsythe. 

When the troops arrived here at 11:30 
o’clock*they found the stolen train standing 
at the depot.. The commonweal brakeman 
flagged the train, and when told by Supt. 
Dorney of the Northern Pacific that the troops 
were on board he tersely remarked: ** Well, 
the jigs’ up.“ The soldiers lined up on the 
platform beside the Coxey train and the Mon- 
tana Coxeyitee summoned to surrender. 
was a searcely necessary command, and they 
promptly obeyed. The commonwealers train 
then consisted of fourteen cars, one well filled 


with provisions, and one with railway tools, 


one with coal, and the other eleven carrying 
men, Each car carried from thirty to forty 
men, together with their baggage, camp 
equipage, et., making a total of about 400 
men. The men were a hard-looking set, 
whether altogether naturally or from their 
recent experience it would be hard to say. 

The train containing the Coxeyites was side- 
tracked and fut under guard. Gen.“ Ho- 
gan, Conductor Wiley, and Engineer Cleve- 
land were put in a box-car by themselves, 
Soon two sections of the pussenger train eame 
in from the webt, and the conductors reported 
a large number of Coxey recruits who refused

General Olney today sent to Congress the 
draft of a bill prepared by the Department of 
Justice as the representative of the govern- 
ment for the reorganization of the Union Pa- 
cific company and the readjustment of the 
claims of the United States against the com- 
pany. The bill authorizes the Secretary of 
the Treasury, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, to receive in discharge of the claims of 
the United States the bonds of the company 
to an amount equal to the indebtedness as of 
July 1, 1894. The bonds shall bear interest 
at 2 per cent and shall be secured by mort- 
gage. 

The bonds to be received by the United 
States are to run 100 years, to mature July 1, 
1994, and to draw 2 per cent. The bonds 
will be secured by a mortgage covering all 
the property of the railway company. The

Americans Depressed. 

Lonvpon, April 26.— The bank reserve increased 
today £380,000; £154.000 in bar gold and 
United States coin were bought, £11,000 from 
Lisbon and £75,000 from Australia. The public 
deposits were reduced by more than a million. 
There were the usual government disbursements 
for contracts, ete. Other securities decreased 
£1,200,000, owing to payments by the markets. 
The reserve is now nearly £24,000,000, an enor- 
mously strong proportion to the liabilities: the 
percentage how being 65% per cent. The bank is 
hoarding money because consols and other zilt- 
edged stocks are too high to buy profitably. This 
hoarding causes unusual scarcity of cash in the 
open market. The stock markets were idle. 
There willbe a Jewish holiday tomorrow and 
Saturday, and the Stock Exchange will be closed 
until Tuesday next. The tone is fairly good ex- 
cept Americans, which were depressed by the 
labor troubles in America, Brazils and Argen- 
tines were better. Silver was 285-16 and weak 
in the absence of buyers,

The Independent Order of Odd-Fellows was 
founded in Baltimore, Md., three-quarters of 
& century ago yesterday. In honor of the 
event the Odd-Fellows of Chicago held an 
anniversary meeting in the Second Regiment 
Armory last evening. The big, hall was 
crowded to the doors with members of the 
order, their wives, und friends. The program 
of exercises was impressive and appropriate. 
Speeches were made by the head of the order, 
which numbers nearly 1,000,000 members in 
America, and by a number of local leaders, 
interspersed with music. At the close of the 
program the floor was cleared and the enter- 
tainment wound up with a grand ball. 

While Nevans’ Military Band was playing 
the overture the speakers and guests of honor 
were escorted into the hall by Canton Jack- 
son Park in full-dress uniform, commanded 
by George J. Richards. The members of the 
canton formed in two lines, one at each side 
of the aisle, and down the centetvcame Grand 
Sire C. T. Campbell of London, Ont., leaning 
on the arm of Brevet Maj.-Gen. J. P. Ella- 
cott. Then came E. B. Sherman and Gen. 
John C. Smithy As they ascended the plat- 
form they were greeted with applause. 
Among the members of the order who occu- 
pied seats on the platform were: Alonzo L. 
Wood, PF. G. M. of Syeamore, III.; J. T. Eb- 
erline, Grand Patriarch of the Grand Encamp- 
ment; G. F. Marshall, Past Grand Master of 
Columbus, O., and John Snitzer, Past Grand 
Warden. 


Sherman’s Historical Speech. 


E. B. Sherman presided. In calling the 
en to order he spoke in effect as fol- 
ows: 

** Seventy-five years ago tonight five un- 
lettered but generous-hearted men founded 
the “Independent Order of Odd-Fellows. 
From this beginning this organization has in- 
creased in membership and resources, and to- 
night it has a membership of about eight 
hundred thousand, while the Daughters of Re- 
bekah number nearly one hundred thousand. 
It has spread, not only through the United 
States and Canada and Mexico, but lodges 
have been instituted in Chile, Peru, and 
Cuba: it has crossed the ocean and obtained 
a footheld in France, Germany, and the 
Netherlands. has lett its impress upon the 
Sandwich Islands, and has recently found a 
home in Japan. Its motto is: Relieve the 
distressed, bury the dead, and educate the 


orphan.’ In carrying out this philan- 
thropic work it has expended _— since 
1830 bet ween sixty and seventy 


millions of dollars. It has drawn its mem- 
bership from every rank and station in life, 
but most largely from the great middle 
classes—the home of industry, intelligence, 
and virtue. It seeks to create no sensation, 
to proclaim no new creed or doctrine, but to 
emphasize the sentiments of fraternity and 
friendship, and to apply them practically in 
the amelioration of the distressed and the 
diminishing of the ills incident to human life. 
It is myyprivilege tonight to be permitted to 
introdute to you distinguished brothers, who 
will in eloquent ana fitting words portray the 
rise and progress of this beneficent fraternity, 
and recount in glowing periods the history of 
its matchless deeds,”’ 


Speeches of the Evening. 


When he had finished W he an- 
nounced the Imperial Quartet. he first 
address of the evening followed, and was 
made by the Rev. J.J. Tobias of this city. 
He said it afforded him great pleasure to 
stand before an audience on an occasion of 
this kind to voice the sentiments of the great 
and grand order in honor of whose founding 
they had come together. He then told of the 
good the order accomplished in every-day 
business life; how selfishness and greed were 
neutralized through the influences of the 
order and of the mission the order yet had to 
perform. -In referring to the clash between 
capital and labor he said he looked for the 
time to come when the principles of Odd-Fel- 
lowship would in a great degree wipe out the 
bitterness. 

Another song was sung by the quartet when 
the Rev. Mr. Tobias had finished, and then 
Chairman Sherman introduced the orator of 
the evening, Grand Sire C. T. Campbell. In 
presenting him to the audience Mr. Sherman 
referred to the many distinguished men who 
had held the honorable position of Grand Sire, 
and said that he considered itan honor to 
present the first citizen of Canada who had 
ever held the office. But you all know,“ he 
added, that it is only a question of time 
when Canadu will be ours. We Odd-Fellows 
have already annexed her.“ With this he 
presented the Grand Sire. 

am almost inclined to believe from 
what our honorable Chairman has said,“ be. 
gan Grand Sire Campbell as he stepped for- 
ward, that lam a foreigner. If that be the 
case Im afraid I will always be one. I fear 
none of us will ever see the day when Canada 
and the United States will be under one flag.

Itis an or- 
der forthe mutual benefit and happiness of 
its members.

INDIAN COMMISSIONERS CUT OFF. 


Holman’s Committee Reports Reduced Ap- 
propriations on All Points, 

Wasuiyetron, D. C., April 26.—The Indian 
appropriation bill to be reported to the House 
by Chairman Holman from the Committee 
on Indian Affairs will not contain any provis- 
ion for the payment of “the expenses of the 
board of five Indian Commissioners. An 
appropriation of $5,000 for this purpose was 
contained in the last appropriation bill. The 
committee regarded the continuance of these 
offices as unnecessary. Among the reductions 
in estimates made by the committee and net 
heretofore noted are the following: For sup- 
port .of Apaches, Kiowas, Comanches, and 
Wichitas, from $125,000 to $90,000; sup- 
port of Apaches and other Indians in Arizona, 
from $200,000 to $185,000; pay of Indian 
police, from $150,000 to $125,000; and 
survey and subdivision of Indian reservation, 
from $25,000 to $15,000,

adopted. There was a stormy meeting of the 
Trades Assembly last night which lasted un- 
til long past midnight. Some of the mem- 
bers of the union wanted the whole of or- 
ganized labor in the city, consisting of about 
1,400 persons exclusive of the railway em- 
ployés, who number about 1,000 more.

The best proof of the guilt or innocence of 
those officers is to be found in the ballots cast 
at the two elections. If they confirm the can- 
vass of the judges it will be evident that the 
most serious charges against the judges are 
without foundation. It was the duty of the 
grand jury to call for those ballots, and it did 
so. The Election Commissioners refused to 
surrender them, 

The grand jury laid the case before Judge 
Chetlain, who has ordered their production. 
The Com missionéts claimed the ballots coul 
be opened only in case of an election contest. 


|}, Judge Chetlain holds properly that they can 
bo opened to see if there has been a violation 


of the election laws. The Comunissioners in- 
timated that if the grand jury got hold of. the 


‘ballots they might be tampered with, and 


their value be destroyed in case of a contest. 
The Judge says the ballots shall be opened 
and inspected under restrictions which he will 
prescribe, which will make tampering with 
them impossible. 

The Commissioners still refuse to surrender 
the ballots, though they will be ia contempt of 
court thereby. Why do they refuse to obey 
the order of the Judge? They say because 
they do not think his law is sound, asif they 
and not he were the interpreters of the law. 
By their unwarranted refusal they subject 
themselves to the suspicion of attempting to 
hide election frauds which they should be the 
first to seek to unearth. The commission of 
gross frauds is charged. They say those 
frauds shall not be investigated, and the 
guilty parties, if there are any, shall not be 
punished, 

The course of the Commissioners strength- 
ens the public belief that there was audacious 
cheating in the Twenty-ninth Ward. The 
Democrats have been like a hen on a hot 
griddle since it was first proposed to examine 
the ballots cast in some of the precincts. 
They have declared that there was no cheat- 
ing there, and in the same breath have said 
there must be no investigating to. show there 
If they knew the bal. 
lots had been counted correctly they would 
not object to an examination of them. 

Cheating has been done for Democratic 
candidates by Democratic election officers, 
and the men for whose benefit the cheating 
was done feel they must protect their 
tools. They are resorting to every means in 
their power to doit. They have misrepre- 
sented the motives of the grand jury. They 
have charged falsely that the investigation 
was a political one. They seem to have 
captured the Election Commissioners and to 
have persuaded them that it is their duty to 
unite with them in balking justice.

THE CHARLATAN GOVE RNOR: or oF KANSAS. | 


Gov. Lewelling of Kansas has given his 
views of thé Coxey movement to the Associ- 
ated Press. He is of opinion that it is a 
spontaneous uprising of the people and “a 
protest against the injustice and tyranny of 
the age occusioned by the demonetization of 
silver. The Kansas demagogue is further of 
opinion that Coxey, the jockey, Carl Browne, 
the blasphemous faker, and Hogan, the train- 
stealer, are the agencies of divine interposi- 
tion in the affairs of men; hence the people 
must feed and support them and Congress 
must concede their cranky demands.

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BHE STRIKING COAL MINERS, 

The 100,000 or more soft ¢oal diggers who 
have gone out on strike, and the many others 
who are expected to follow them after the 
close of this month, voted a year and a half 
ago for the overthrow of protection to all 
American industries and the substitution there- 
for of a tariff for deficit only. They voted for 
quasi free trade. When tne party they voted 
for came into full power its representatives in 
Congress who had been voted for by these 
coal miners proceeded to formulate the Wil- 
son bill. At this every business-man, mer- 
chant as well as manufacturer, began to put 
his affairs in order to meet the promised 
change. They knew it would involve a great 
decline in the prices of goods and labor, aud 
they curtailed accordingly. The merchants 
restricted their purchases of goods. The 
manufacturers reduced production and dis- 
charged about a million of men whose serv- 
ices were needed no longer. 

The Wilson bill providing for a deficit of 
revenue, low prices for goods, and corre- 
spondingly low wages for labor, precipitated 
a business panic all over the United States, 
but chiefly in the North, that being the sec- 
tion in which production and the sale of goods 
are carried on most actively. The terrible de- 
pression of the last eight or ten months is the 
direct and obvious consequence of the change 
downward in the prices of commodities and 
labor which must result from the enactment 
of the Democratic Wilson tariff bill. To all 
intents and purposes we have that bill in ef. 
fect now. The country iss“ enjoying it by 
anticipation of a few months ahead of the 
time it goes on the statute book. These 100,- 
000 or more strikmg coal miners powerfully 
contributed by their votes and example to 
precipitate the present evil state of things. 

The business depression caused a great cur- 
tailment in the demand for bituminous coal 
for use in manufacturmg operations. This, 
in turn, leasened the demand for the laber of 
coal miners. The supply of the iatter far ex- 
ceeded the requirements of.coal consumers, 
and many thousands of the miners were laid 
off. The rest offered to work at reduced 
wages rather than be idle and earn nothingall 
last winter. With the commg of spring the 
walking delegates sought to arrange for a 
genera! strike of all the coal unions in order 
to force the mining bosses to restore the old 
McKinley high tariff wages which in 1892 the 
toilers had voted to discard and replace with 
Democratic, Cleveland, low tariff wages. But 
they generally propose to keep on voting for 
the Democratic-Wilaon-Cleveland-Voorhees- 
Southern Confederate-low tariff-low wage- 
party and policy. They seem to be utterly 
unaware of the inconsistency of their - posi- 
tion, and unable to see that they vote for the 
conditions which they affect to deplore, 

It is far from certain that the strikers will 
gain their point, but if they should do so the 
outcome of the struggle would be about as 
follows: After the present stocks of bitu- 
minous coal are consumed, and by reason of 
enforced scarcity the prices of coal are pushed 
up on the dealers and the public, so that there 
is a seeming profit on coal that costs more to 
mine than before the strike, the bosses will 
raise the wages paid for mining coal to as 
many hands as are needed and let the remain- 
ing tens of thousands remain idle and unem- 
ployed. The hard times and business de- 
pression continuing, far less coal than former- 
ly will be consumed at the increased prices 
charged far the fuel. The unemployed dig- 
gers, finding no other work, will apply for 
jobs at less than the scale fixed on by the 
walking delegates. This will result in other 
strikes, in lockouts, fights, and riots in the 
coal-mining regions, the disturbances lasting 
perhaps for several years, The general result 
will be a forcing down of the wages of coal 
miners under the inexorable law of supply 
and demand—too many diggers for the needa 
of consumers of dear coal during the hard 
times due to free trade Democratic policies. 

And all this time the great bulk of the coal 
miners will continue to vote for cheap labor, 
cheap coal, and low wage Democratic policies 
and candidates, while striking, fighting, and 
rioting for high protection, Republican wages, 
and unlimited work. Their ignorance, preju- 
dice, and blindness will continue to disable 
them from perceiving the folly of their polit- 


ical action and,the self-stultification of their 


voting at the polls. They will continue to 
furnish living proof cf the fact that ignorance 
on the part of the voter is the bane of free 
government.

THE PROPOSED ‘BIMETALLIC CONVEN-

Is it free coinage of 
silver dollars, each containing rather less than 
47 cents’ worth of silver bullion, and when 
such dollars sink in purchasing power to a 
level with their intrinsic or bullion value, 
which would happen very quickly, would their 
“proper recognition require that they should 
be a legal tender for all debts, dues, and de- 
mands created on the basis of gold dollar 
value received by the debtor? Please explain 
how free coinage of silver dollars containing 
47 cents’ worth of silver will allow gold” 
dollars worth 100 cents to stay in current 
circulation? Please designate the class or sort 
of people who will pay out gold doilars, worth 
twice as much as silver dollars, in purchasing 
property or in paying debts or labor. Be kind 
enough to name some nation which has free 
coinage of silver on the 1514 or 16 to 1 ratio 
where gold circulates as money. How can 
„the fight be for both money metals when 
the free coinage dollars of one will be of leas 
than half the purchasing power of the other? 
Huve you ever heard of tho Gresham law.“ 
which shows that the cheaper of two legal 
tender tnoneys (dollars, pounds, francs) al- 
ways drives out the better one? Mexico has 
equally free coinage of both gold and silver 
dollars; but no gold circulates in Mexico. 
Gold is not allowed to stay, but is crowded

true in all free coinage countries. What is

“We will show you,” said be, that this 
man took his own wife tefore a minister in 
Chicago and made her marry Ludwig Brandt 
under the name of Amelia Warner. Meyer 
himself figured as a witness at this bigamous 
marriage. We will show you how this de- 
fendant went to Germany to become familiar 
with the family history of Baum, whose name 
Brandt had assumed for the purpose of the 
fraudulent insurance for $7,500. We do not 
ask you to believe what Muller will tell you 
about that. We will produce a witn ho 
went over on the same ship with Meyer, a 
reputable man, whom he took into his confi- 
dence.“ 

The prosecutor told of Meyer's proposal 
that Brandt be taken out rowing on Lake 
Michigan and dosed with nitro-glycerine, 
which would cause death with all the symp- 
toms of sunstroke and leave no evil effects 
behind. 

Dr. Meyer for the first time appeared ap- 
prehensive. He moved uneasily in his chair, 
but said nothing. The prosecutor declared it 
was Meyer’s fixed purpose to murder Brandt, 
and that Mrs. Meyer had even re- 
hearsed what she should do and say 
when she went to claim the insur- 
ance money as the widow of Brandt, 
alias Baum. In describing the actual scene 
in the office of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company in this city, when Mrs. Meyer, ac- 
companied by Dr. Meyer, tried to collect the 
insurance on Brandt's life, Mr. McIntyre rep- 
resented Agent Gillette as saying that there 
was fraud, and adding: Your husband was 
in Chicago with De. Taper, a fraud who was 
twice tried for murder. 

It's a lie! It's a lie!’ exclaimed Dr. 
Meyer from his seat in court. “ He shall not 
say that. 

Lawyer Chanler pulled Meyer down into 
his chair. The man’s pallid face had turned 
crimson and his eyes were flashing. 

Carl Muller alias Kirfel, better known as 
Piano Charley,“ was the first witness called 
for the prosecution. In addition to the new 
witnesses there were in court today Miss 
Maggie Greuter and Miss Marie Schlichter, 
former neighbors of Dr. and Mrs. Meyer in 
Chicago. They will testify that when the 
Meyers came to this city in the spring of 
1892, when Brandt died, the doctor pretended 
he was going to Denver. 


TO CUT THE STEERAGE RATES AGAIN. 


Continental Lines te Establish a Joint 
Line to Queenstown. 

New Ton, April 26.—|Special.}|—Follow- 
ing up their attack upon the British steam- 
ship companies the continental lines today 
decided to establish a joint line to Queens- 
town and cut the steerage rates fro $2 to $4 
lower. The new line will becomposed of ves- 
sels of the North German Lioyd, Hamburg- 
American, Netherlands- American, and Red 
Star lines. Tickets will be sold at 
$14 and the regular commission to agents 
will de $2. In case agents secure a large 
number of passengers a special commission 
of $4 will be allowed. It will not be long be- 
fore this new line will be carrying passengers 
to Queenstown for the net sum of $10. This 
is one.of the boldest moves ever made in a 
steamship rate war and the powerful Englieh 
companies may checkmate it by a sweep- 
ing reduction of rates. There were rumors on 
the Maritime Exchange this afternoon 


on the inward passage. Vernon H. Brown, 
the New York agent. said he knew of no 
change in the rates and that hedid not believe 
any reduction would be made. The English 
lines are charging from $24 to $26 for steer- 
age tickets to the United Kingdom. Should 
they decide to meet the attack of the German 
companies they could, with their large vessels 
and great facilities, carry on the war almost 
indefinitely.

Fishing Stories on Dr. Henson. 

The subject was The Ethics of the 
Press. The presiding officer and toast- 
master, A. A. McCormick, introduced the ex- 
ércises by relating several fishing stories on 
the Rey. Dr. Henson, who was to be the first 
gpeaker. Dr. Henson said he had heard the 
Sunset was the worst club in Chicago, but 
this was the first time he had ever visited it, 
and would probably be the last. He said he 
had been thrust like Uriah in the forefront of 
the battle, and felt like Daniel in the lions’ 
den. 

Dr. Henson said he hesitated to arraign the 
press, for he was not fool enough to monkey 
with a buzz-saw, and valued his life too highly 
to risk it for a free lunch. He the pro- 
foundest respect for the press because he had 
to have. It was the mightiest power below 
the stars. As to the *‘ ethics of the press, 
the press itself had no ethics. It was a mere 
unplement, like a gun, and it was the man 


. behind it who had the ethics. The press, he 


said, was a mere mirror, reflecting universal 
life, or a phonograph, which, when a nickel 
was put in the siot, gave back all the voices 
that had been uttered into it. 

The first principle of the ethics of the press, 
said Dr. Henson, was that it should not lie. 
Part of the press lied just for the love of Iyi ing, 
and the rest lied in a pseudo-patriotic way in 
support of some political party. The papers 
reasoned that it was necessary to the salvation 
of the country, and that the end justitied the 
means. They abused their political enemies 
with all their might until they died, and then 
they praised them as the greatest patriots on 
earth. Hethanked God that in the last Presi- 
dential election there seemed to be a truce to 
vituperation for once. 

The second principle of the ethics of the 
press, Dr. Henson said, was that it should not 
tell ali the truth. There were some things 
which ought not to be told even if they were 
true. He related the story about Gen. Grant, 
who, when some one wanted to tell him a 
story that he said he would not tell to ladies, 
told him not to tell it to gentlemen either. 
Good people should be like a great artist 
who once said he never look at a bad 
picture. There was news that should never 
get beyond the police court. He wanted 

quarantine against moral microbes. 
The defense made for printing improper mat- 
ter was that the people wantedit. But he 
said that was the defense made also for disor- 
derly houses. He illustrated his feelings for 
the sensational press by a story about an Irish- 
man who said he had no prejudice against a 
bedbug as a bug, but disliked the way it made 
its living. When the press and the pulpit be- 
gan to scek popular applause the sun of liber- 
ty would go down in blood and chaos. 


Finerty on the Pulpit’s Shortcomings. 


John F. Finerty felt bound to say the news- 
papers were not the only nor the greatest liars 
in the world. The pulpit had been in exist- 
ence thousands of years before the press, but 
he thought it would be generally admitted 
that it had not accomplished a tithe as much 
for the cuuse of human iiberty as the press, 
though the pulpit set out to reform men and 
the press did not. The pulpit had certainly 
never reforined the press. 

Mr. Finerty er Ee the proposition of 
Dr. Henson that the American people should 
not be told the whole truth. The stories of 
the scaffold, he believed, had a good effect. 
It would bean unhealthy state of society in 
which crimes could be hid. When social 
immorality and corruption existed he believed 
it ought to be expos If the press should 
have a censor, he would like to know who it 
should be. Certainly the pulpit, which fur- 
nished its full proportion of scandals, was not 
tit for the office. No one would answer unless 
the recording angel himself were brought 
down. ‘ 

Mr. Finerty eulogized a free press, and said 
that wherever it had not existed human free- 
dom perished. He admitted the American 
newspaper handled candidates for office with- 
oot gloves, but it did them good. He 

42 a taste of that treatment 
. and believed it had benefited 
him. The press put an immense power in the 
hands of a few men, but they always had used 
it for the g of the country. The time 
might come when there would be a censor- 
ship of the press, but it would not be as long 
as the present form of government existed. 

Gregory Opposed to the Anonymous. 

The set speeches havi closed the Chair- 
man introduced Charles N. Gregory of Madi- 
son, Wis., who made an attack on the anop- 
ymity — the press. He said it was a citizen’s 
constitutional right to be confronted with his 
accusers, and a newspaper had no right to con- 
ceal the identityof its writers when they handled 
private character. If every newspaper article 
were signed the writer who was a true man 
would be believed, and others would pass for 
what they were worth. He believed in the 
searchlight of the press, but he believed the 
light.ought to be turned on the press itself 
occasionally.
